DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on April 22, 20 1 0. Claims 1-18 
have been withdrawn previously. Claims 28 and 29 are new. 

2. Claims 24-29 are currently under examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The IDS submitted September 26, 2005 did not have the examiner's initials next to the 
two foreign patent documents that were considered. An updated 1449 form is attached with the 
examiner's initials. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

4. The rejection of claims 24 and 25 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12 of U.S. Patent No. 7,291,594 B2 is withdrawn 
based on the amendment to the claims and the remarks stating the currently claimed peptides are 
of different sizes consisting of particular amino acid polymers. 

5. The rejection of claims 24-27 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rinella, Jr. (U.S. Patent 6,440,930 Bl) in view of Hayashi et al. (JP 2002-299283) is withdrawn 
based on the amendment to the claims and the remarks filed April 22, 2010.

24. (Currently Amended) A GLP-1 derivative consisting of an amino acid sequence of a 
GLP-1 peptide selected from the group consisting of GLP-1 (7-36), GLP-l(7-37), GLP-l(7-36 
amide), and GLP-1 (7-37 amide), wherein glutamine is substituted at the 26 th position and 
asparagine is substituted at the 34 th position in the amino acid sequence , wherein the GLP-1 
derivative has resistance to trypsin . 

25. (Currently Amended) The GLP-1 derivative according to claim 24, wherein serine or 
glycine is substituted at the 8 th position in the amino acid sequence , wherein the GLP-1 
derivative has resistance to trypsin and dipeptidylpeptidase IV .
